that the Execution of any ſuch Attempt, which God of his Mercy 
forbid, ſhall not divert us from Profecuting this Cauſe which we 
do now undertake, but that it ſhall engage ns to carry it on with 
all the Vigour that ſo Barbarous a Practice ſhall deſerve.
